Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' attorney proposed to amend claims 1,31 and 56 by 
claiming additional liner structure including a plurality of panels, a closure member conntected to the plurality of panels 
and the panels comprising an oxygen barrier. However Yanese appears to teach a plurality of panels with a closure 
member. Furthermore, McCoy teaches a liner used with a holder which is comprised of a plurality of panels having an 
oxygen barrier while Tsai teaches the transimssion rate in a film which may be used for beverages. Sprehe also 
teaches a reusable air tight closure in a liner. The primary concern was whether the claims distinguished over the 
functional rejection under 35 USC 112 and applicants attorney suggested adding seals to the panels to provide a 
sealed enclosure. Such language would appear to overcome the rejection. Applicants attorney will provide arguments 
regarding the 103 rejections and the examiner cautioned that the amendment to claim 31 appeared to read on a heat 
seal closure of McCoy which teaches the barrier material. Applicants' attorney will consider focusing on a resealable 
closure. The amendment will be further considered when submitted. . 
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
